, GREAT BUSINESS LEVERS. 

As I have watched these 
hurrying throngs in many parts 
of the world, it was not thus I 
thought about them, but rather 
as enormoas moving levers by 
which the multiplex’ business of 
mankind was conducted. 

Many readers of these words 
are part of these morning streams 
to be encountered in London and 
the big cities. Every morning 
they join the huge crowds of 
workers that roll from the great 
railway stations of London, or 
over the bridges of the Thames, 
or throngh the main thorough- 
fares of the Ctty. At the same 
hour, similar (if smaller) streams 
of human-kind flow through the 
business arteries of Manchester, 
Birmingham. Leeds. and the 
many large industrial centres of 
our national life. 

Im Paris, you can take up.your 
stand on the Quai side and by you 
rushes,'with a merry glance and 
a tight step, thousands of young 
Parisians who are on their way 
to office and shopand warehouse.’ 

Down Broadwas,in New York, 
at about the same hour, you can 
see an army of busy workers 
making hurriedly for their place 
of business. They look thorough- 
ly afert and circumspect, for in 
the rapid pace of life in America 
the sluggard soon drops out of 
these busy streams of toilers. 

MORE LEISURELY EAST. 

In Berlin, during the early 
morning hours,one sees enormous 
masses of men and women 
thrusting out from the railway 
stations and distributing them- 
selvey through the main streets 
to the congeries of ‘ktores and 
shops and offices in which the 
industry of Berlin struggles on. 
Along the byways of Venice a 
bustling movement of .workers is

Lots 
of people in the Great War were 
sentimty a serious condition by 
the nerve-racking eect of noise. 
Ican imagine the aggressive use 
of selected noises to undermine 
the morale of population, and the 
development of all sorts of anti- 
noise devices.”

There is no doub! something in 
the idea. We are al! acquainted 
with that nervous, keyed-up con- 
dition in which even the slightest 
Noises make us jump. 
even in a condition of healthy 
nerves, shocks the nervous sys- 
tem. Itis, indeed, something of 
a wonder that people in civilised 
centres are as sane as they are. 
considering the thousands of 
blows or shocks that reach their 
nerves daily in the form of 
noixcs, Later. no doubt, as 
cities become larger and noisier, 
there will be -pecial measures 
against the . more annoying 
sounds, just as now there ate 
“silence zones” near, most big 
hospitals. Here in Hongkong 
we"know 8-fair amount, from 
personal experience, of the an- 
noyance caused by noises, both 
by day and night. With the 
growth of the Colony, the evil is 
becoming more pronounced every 
year, : , 


Noise, 


.Fortanately, nature is quick to 
protect us in this matter. The 
man whose work is in or near a 
dock or factory gets so accustom- 
ed to the rumble of the 
machinery or the “driving of 


would drive others to distraction. 
So, too, most of us reach that state 
wher the ordinary din of modern 
civiHsation seems to pass In one 
ear and out of the other without 
our noticing tt. This is probably 
because the power of receiving 
@ sensation becomes more or 
less paralysed by repatition. All 
the same, there mast be a very 
marked effect on our nervous 
system by the accumulation of 
these daily shocks. We may be 
unconscious of it at the time, but 
fin the long ran the result becomes 
evident in shattered nerves and, 
all too ¢ften, bad tempers. Such 
is the pricé of what~ we term 


civilisation... | - 
Chinese and Smallpox.

TODAY'S COURT MARTIAL 

Three soldiers apprehended 
aboard the President Grant on 
Sept. 7th, as the vessel was leav- 
ing harbour. bound for America, 
came before Major W.P.A. Hat- 
tersleysSmith, D.S.O., and other 
officers, at a District Court Marti- 
sl, held at Murray Barracks, this 
morning. They were each charged 
with desertion and with losing 
by neglect certain articles of 
their kit. Each accused was 
tried separately. : 

Gunner G. F. Bettley. 83 Cay., 
B.G.A., pleaded guilty to both 
charges, and handed ina written 
statement, which was not read 
out. Accused’s record. gave his 
age as 29 and year of enlistment 
1920. He joined the 83 Coy. in 
July, this year, and it was stated 
in his favour that since that date 
his conduct had been very satis- 
factory and he had held positions 
in which he had been entrusted 
with large sums of money. * 

Pre. G. Christian, of the King’s 
Regt’s the second accused to 
come before the Court, pleaded 
not guilty to both charges. ° 

Mr. A. S. Bridden gave 
evidence to the effect that 
he followed .the | President 
Grant ont of harbour on Sept.

- The amount of compensation 
‘fwhich is to be paid to Singapore 
United Rubber Plantations, 
Limited, in respect of the land, 
consisting of 469 acres, cam- 
pulsorily acquired by the Govern- 
ment under the Acquisition of 
Land for Public Purpo. Ordin- 
ance, for the Naval Base, is at 
issue between the Companys and 
the Collector of Land Revenue 
in ‘litigation which come 
menced before the Chief Justice, 
Sir Walter Shaw. in the Suprema 
Court. Singapore, on October, 
17. Leading Singapore counsel 
are engaged in the case. 
Mr. J. Robertson and Nr. H. 
Freeman are sitting with the 
Chief Justice as A: ors. The 
morning's proceedings shewed. 
“Ithat the total claim of the Com- 
pany in respect of the acquisition 
amounted to $456,438, the amount 
allowed by the Collector General 
being. $205,000 with a further ten 
per cent. for injurious affection if 
any. Maps and surveys of the 
extate, which course! stated con- 
sisted of 3681 acres planted, were 
handed up to the Bench at the 
commencement, and counsel for 
claimants explained that the 
estate was some two miles along 
the Chua Chu Kang Road, which 
branched off from the Serangoon 
Road and led past the Wireless 
Station, the Estate being near the 
Wireless Station. 

Counsel handed in an amended 
claim, which had been prepared. 
he stated, since the matter had 
been before the Collector. In the 
original claim the area of planted 
rubber acquired was given as 369 
acres. Asa result of the survey 
it was found that there were, in 
fact, 373 acres. From that had to 
be deducted 34 acres of stunted 
and useless rubber which, it was 
admitted. was useless, bringing 
the planted area, for the present 
purposes to 319 acres 

The Chief Justice: Some of the 
land is marked as swamp. 

Coiinsel stated that was not in- 
cluded in the 319 acres. There 
were 100 acres of swamp apart 
from the 319. Counsel proceeded 
to compare the, claim with 
the amount the Collector award-’ 
ed. [In accyrdance with the 
amended claim the Company 
claimed $1,131 per acfe on the 
planted area of 319 acres, which 
amounted to a total of $360,775. 

The Chief Justice: You are 
claiming nothing for the swamp 
nor the useless area?~ No, my 
lord. 

In addition’ to that amount, 
counsel continued. the Company 
claimed $106.714 for alleged in- 
jurious affection ofthe remainder 
of the Estate not acquired. In 
regard to this, he read the note 
to the amended claim, which 
set out that the remainder of the 
Estate, would be injuriously 
affected by the severance of the 
469 acres, which was the total! 
area acquired, including swamps 
through the increase in the 
general charges necessary for its 
proper upkeep. The 
charges would remain at about 
the xame figure, but whereas they 
are at present spread over 3,981 
planted acres, they would, in 
future, be spread over 3,112 plant- 
ed acres. 
for London and the Eastaveraged 
£12,078. The proportion of the 
general charges borne hy the area 
not to be ‘expropriated is at 
presen: £10,838. That is £1,240 
must be borne by the remain- 
ing area and this represented 
aloxs tothe Company.
